TOLEDO, Feb. 17—Eleven sacks of mail beleived to con- 


tain between $300,000 and $1,000,000 were taken from three 
postoffice employes here at 2 a. m. today by five automobile 
bandits. 


The robbery occurred at the 
Toledo 
postoffice. 
Tho 


postmaster refused to place an estimate on the value of- the 
loot but said it would probably amount to $1,000,000. 
The 


sacks contained registered mail. 
Postmaster Lathrop said iv 


would take several days to determine the amount. 


A mail laden truck had just arrived at the postoffice ami 


two employes had stepped out to assist the driver of the truck 
to unload the sacks when an automobile drove into the drive- 
way. 


Four men alighted and covered the driver and the twt 


clerks with guns forcing them to lie down in the 
driveway. 


They drew the sacks in their automobile. The driver of the 
bandit car remained in his seat and kept the engine 
going. 


One of the bandits yelled "let's go" and the'car with the five 
men started at high speed. 


The driveway in which the robbery occurred was 
wel, 


lighted and more than 15 employes were in the postoffice a. 
work when it occurred. 
They did not know a robbery had 


been staged until one of the men came in and gave the alarm 
It was reported that several -of the sacks contained federa 
reserve bank notes. 


A stolen automobile used by the bandits was found b;. 


the police. 
In the automobile was an extra pair of license 


tage believed to have been stolen from another car. The car 
was taken from a Toledo garage by four men who held th'.

Cutting a Crop From the Woodlot. 


tion, though the progress of detetiora-

A properly tared for woodlot will 


ftarnlsh the farmer a msh crop at reg 
olar intervals and will alwajs afford 
a supply of timber and fuel for home 
use The harvest season for the wood- 
lot comes In the fall and in the winter, 
Hud the gathering of the harvest as- 
sists also In the thmnmg and cultiva- 
tion of the crop 


Require Different Methods. 


In general, thete are two tvpei of 


woodlots, says, the United feiates De

Neither the first nor the second 


cutting should be so severe as to al 
low an abundance of sunshine to reach 
the forest floor since sunshine stimu- 
lates the growth of weeds and other 
trash.

Legion's inemoual was carried to the 
President at the White House by John 
Ihomas Tajlor, vice chairman of the 
Legion National Legislative commit- 
tee 
National Commander F. W. Gal- 


biaiUi, Jr, gave it to Senator Harding 
at Marion, (where he had a long and 
important conference on the disabled 
situation with the next President. 


The Legion denounces the present 


method of earing for the disabled as 
a "failure* which only can be rem- 
edied by the entire reconstruction of 
the federal machinery dealing with, 
the problem 


The functions of the three agencies, 


which deal with the problems of the 
disabled, the bureau of war risk in- 
suiance, the federal board for voca- 
tional 
education, and 
the 
United 


States public health service, "mustjse 
co ordliiated, their machinery decetlt- 
tralized and all three placed under 
common control," the memorial states. 


As an equally essential remedy tor 


existing 
conditions, 
the 
memorial 


urges the immediate appropriation for 
the use of the unified organization 
of a sura ample to build or rent a 
Bufhcient number of hospitals to take 
care of the 16,900 ex service men who 
aie unable to receive treatment at 
piesent because of lack, of beds and 
shelter. 


3.he "failure' of the government to 


afford justice to the sick and wounded 
veteivns is atttibuted by the Legion 
to 'an astonishing state of divided re- 
sponsibility and wasted effort among 
the government agencies with vhlch 
the problem rests ' 


The break in the chain of responsi- 


bility occurs, according to the me- 
moilal, as a result of the fact that 
the war risk buieau Is under and re- 
sponsible 
to an 


assistant secreta- 
ry of the treas- 
nrj, an officer of 
the e x e c u t i v e 
branch of the gov- 
ernment, 
while 


the federal board 
for vocational ed- 
ucation Is respon- 
sible onlj to con- 
gress, and Is un- 
der none of the 
executive depart- 
ments of the gov- 
ernmeut. 


The 
memorial 


asseits that the 
United States has been more liberal
